Income Needed 


Balanced Budget Possible, 
He Says*, Only \\ ith More 
Incom e 


Washington, June 5 (A*1 John 
W. Hanes, undersecretary of the 
treasury, told the House ways and 
means committee today the ad­ 
ministration had a "duty" to make 
any tax changes that might be 
necessary to stimulate business. 
"W herever we find," Hanes, a 
former Wall street broker said, 
"that the tax system may be op­ 
erating against the necessary in­ 
centive and is interfering with 
legitimate and necessary enter­ 
prise, it seems plain to me that it 
is our duty to correct the situa­ 
tion." 
Hanes endorsed in full the tax 
recommendations made recently 
by Secretary Morgenthau. 
They 
included 
removal of 
"tax irri­ 
ta n ts ’ such as the undistributed 
profits tax, and the capital stock 
and excess profits taxes. 
Cites Causes 
Testifying that the huge size 
of federal expenditures was due 
largely to social security, unem­ 
ployment relief and other social 
laws, Hanes said "the social re­ 
forms desired by the people can 
he sustained and developed only 
by the recovery of private enter­ 
prise, which, alter all, is the back­ 
bone of federal revenue." 
"There are, at bottom, only two 
days of producing wealth,’’ he con­ 
tinued. "One way is to conscript 
labor and capital and put them to 
work under government compul­ 
sion. 
This way is unthinkable in 
America. 
"The other way is to provide the 
incentive of wages, interest, divi­ 
dends and profits. This is the way 
to which we are committed, the 
only way v<e can think ot tak­ 
ing.* * * 
‘Becomes Our Duty’ 
"That being the case, 
it 
be­ 
comes our duty to examine care­ 
fully the fiscal policies of the gov­ 
ernment with a view of determin­ 
ing whether they provide all legiti­ 
mate and necessary incentives to 
private enterprise in the produc­ 
tion of wealth." 
Hanes also said that the bud­ 
get could not he balanced, at pres­ 
ent, by merely cutting expendi­ 
tures, but that a larger national 
income was necessary. Stimula­ 
tion of private investment and en­ 
terprise, he explained, would pro­ 
vide the larger national income 
he said was necessary to provide 
sufficient federal revenue to bal­ 
ance the budget. 
The undersecretary also told the 
committee that other actions be­ 
sides tax revision probably were 
necessary on the part both of the 
government and of business 
to 
provide substantial business re­ 
covery. 
"But while suggestions made to 
you by the secretary were not pre­ 
sented as a panacea, it is my con­ 
viction that they indicate a course 
of tax reform that would greatly 
stimulate recovery and greatly im­ 
prove the unity of the nation,” 
Hanes concluded.♦

day by the supreme court. 
Justice Reed delivered the deci­ 
sion sustaining the government's 
program for stabilizing the milk 
industry in the New York area. 
The opinion held th at the power 
of congress to enact 
the 
1937 
agricultural 
m arketing 
act dc- 
I pended upon the peculiar use and 
! nature of milk. 
Justices Black and Douglas con­ 
curred in the opinion, explaining, 
however, that they did not believe 
the court was called upon to in­ 
dicate, as they interpreted the 
opinion to hold, that "there is such 
a constitutional limitation on the 
power oi congress to regulate in­ 
terstate commerce.” 
Decision 5-to-4 
It was a five-to-four decision 
with Chief Justice Hughes and 
i Justices McReynolds, Butler and 
Roberts dissenting. 
The Reed opinion reversed a 
; ruling by the northern New York 
federal district court holding un­ 
constitutional the milk provisions 
of the 1937 Agricultural M arket­ 
ing Act and an order issued by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
regulating the interstate sale of 
milk in the New York area. 
The majority opinion instructed 
the district court 
"to 
enter an 
order specifically enforcing up to 
the time of suspension the provis­ 
ions of order No. 27. issued by the 
secretary of agriculture 
August 
15, 1938, regulating the handling 
of milk in the New' York m arket­ 
ing area, as to all the defendants 
ind enjoining 
defendants, 
their 
officers, agents and servants, from 
further violation of the order.” 
In the Boston case. Justices Mc- 
Reynolds, 
Butler 
and 
Roberts 
noted dissents. 
Justice Reed’s opinion 
in 
the 
New York case asserted that "the 
power enjoined by the states to 
regulate the prices for handling 
and selling commodities within 
their 
internal 
commerce 
rests 
with the congress in 
the 
com­ 
merce between the states.” 
Referring 
to an 
equalization 
pool plan intended to give pro­ 
ducers the same price for their 
tnilk regardless of its use, Reed 
said: 
"The 
pool is 
only a device 
reasonably adapted to allow regu- 
' lation of the interstate 
m arket 
j upon which minimize the results 
of the restrictions.

U. S. Senator Says Fair 


Chance Under American

Syracuse, N. Y., June 5 UP>—U. 


S. Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
Michigan Republican, asserted to- 
day that "if free enterprise, under 
the American system, were given 
a legitimately 
fair chance, we 


should be out of this depression 
in six victorious months." 


Vandenberg, who recently indi- 


cated willingness to accept the 
Republican nomination for pres- 
.ident in 1940, made his declaration 
in a commencement address at 
Syracuse University, where he re- 
ceived the honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws. 


Recovery, Vandenberg said, can 


not be accomplished "under re- 
strictive laws which stifle initia- 
tive, penalize thrift, discourage as- 
piration, throttle investment, kill 
confidence and harness the thwart- 
ed activities of citizenship in the 
straight-jacket of arbitrary gov- 
ernment controls." 


No Substitutes 


"It certainly can not be done," 


he added, "with government in 
commercial competition with busi- 
ness. It can not be done with pub- 
live works as a substitute for pri- 
vate works." 


While urging a "return to the 


American system of free enter- 
prise, with the rewards that flow 
from individual effort," Vanden- 
. berg declared that "it is absurd to 
] say that all the new devices for 


economic security and social jus- 
tice shall be scrapped." 


"Our task," he said, "is to re- 


store an equilibrium.* * *If we 
were to neglect the lessons we 
have learned—namely, that social- 
mindedness as opposed to social- 
ism, is our inevitable responsibili- 
ty—we should probably confront 
another devastating reaction in 
short order." 


Vandenberg said that recovery 


can not be purchased by a spend- 
ing program which "already had 
recklessly 
pushed the national 


debt across the 40-billion-dollar- 
line while happy spend-thrifts plan 
new conquests in red ink." 


Economy Destroyed 


"We want all the practical so- 


cial service and social security at

IS THE WAR OVER? 
One oí the Memorial Day yarns that got 
into print came from a man wearing an 
American Legion button. He had been badly 
gassed. Stopping often to gulp some fresh 
air, he said: 
“In 191s we were in the trenches in Alsace- 
Lorraine. We didn’t feel like killing those 
other fellows. And they seemed to feel the 
same way about us. So there came to be a 
sort of tacit agreement that neither side 
would shoot at anybody if the other side 
didn't. We would call back and forth be­ 
tween the trenches. We couldn’t understand 
each other, but it made us sort of feel better. 
“Now and then we would throw a can of 
bully beef over to the German line, and the 
Germans would toss back a can of sauer­ 
kraut or a bottle of beer. Then we’d laugh 
and eat the sauerkraut and drink the beer, 
feeling that we’d got the best of the trade. 
“Well, things went along this way until a 
new company of soldiers came up on our 
side. Somebody had pounded into them the 
idea that a war was going on, and they 
started to shoot. The Germans must have 
thought we had suddenly gone nuts, but they 
shot back. And then they poured a lot of gas 
oyer the lines. 
“We captured a Gorman officer who spoke 
good English and he asked us what had hap­ 
pened. When we told him, he laughed. ‘The 
war’s been over for two months,’ he said, 
‘hut the Kaiser don’t know it yet. And maybe 
the President don’t, either’,” 
It sets a person to wondering whether Hit­ 
ler and Mussolini know the war for which 
they have been preparing so fiercely is al­ 
ready over, since the threatened powers are 
drawing a military and economic ring around 
them. Also whether the people whose job 
it is to do the fighting, in any country, are 
interested in lighting half as much as they 
are in living a normal life and earning a liv­ 
ing for their families. 
FRIENDLY MOVIES 
The recently released Hollywood produc­ 
tion, “Juarez”, is said to have pleased Mexico 
greatly. It tells the story of the unfortunate 
Maximilian and Carlota who were pawns in 
the New World of a schemer in the Old 
World, and of the Mexican patriot, liberator 
and president, Juarez. 
There have been many historical and cos­ 
tume pictures made in Hollywood in the last 
few years and some of them have annoyed 
both foreign governments and private citi­ 
zens.

REMOVAL OF SUPERFLUOUS HAIR 
It has been found that the best treatm ent for 
the removal of superfluous hair is electrolysis. The 
tiny needle is inserted into each hair root and, if 
done properly, the hair is permanently destroyed. 
Unfortunately, because this is not “medical" 
treatment, anyone can buy this electrical outfit and 
perhaps, in time, acquire the necessary skill to kill 
the hair root and leave no scar. But while these 
"operators" are learning how to use the equipment, 
much damage may be done to the skin of the pa­ 
tient.An editorial in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association some weeks ago stated, "An in­ 
creasing number of electrolytic instruments design­ 
ed particularly to remove hair, moles and warts are 
appearing on the market. There is a growing ten­ 
dency for laymen, unqualified’ by experience and 
training, to undertake the use of such apparatus. 
Because of the seeming simplicity of the processes, 
people are often misled into believing that they are 
quite safe with these lay operators.” 
Actually 
there are a number of reasons why such safety is 
not assured by these lay operators, the most im­ 
portant or serious of which is (a) their lack of 
knowledge of preventing infection, and (b) treat­ 
ing what they consider simple moles, which are 
really an early form of cancer. 
To avoid hazards of infection and spreading a 
cancerous growth, the operator should have some 
understanding of anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, 
antiseptics, besides his knowledge of how this par­ 
ticular electric apparatus is used. "Pitting and scars 
may result from too much current or too long 
treatment. If the operator makes too many stabs 
at a single hair root or treats too many hairs (at 
one time) in one spot, infection and scarring may 
be expected to follow." 
Now this does not mean that anyone with su­ 
perfluous hair must go to a physician to have it des­ 
troyed because the majority of physicians know 
little or nothing about removing hair by electrolysis. 
It does mean, however, that if he does not go to the 
physio-therapy department of any hospital, a pat­ 
ient desiring this treatment should ask his physi­ 
cian about the establishment where he expects to 
undergo the treatment. 
A good "operator' of the electrolytic apparatus 
may lack the knowledge of antisepsis and be unable 
to tell the difference between a simple and cancer­ 
ous mole.

When engineers started to build 
modern highways, they had before 
them the example of several gen­ 
erations of railway builders which 
they followed with suitable modi­ 
fications, E. H. Holmes of the Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
notes in a recent issue of Public 
Roads. The railway example was 
generally helpful as applied to limi­ 
tation of grades and curves, econom­ 
ical balance in cutting and filling, 
and to some other features. 
More recently, however, the road 
builders have been paying more at­ 
tention to differences rather than 
similarities between railroad and 
highway problems. Railroads were 
built for planned movement and 
close control of traffic. The train 
dispatcher was boss, and directed 
passings and meetings of trains. On 
the highway, it is every driver for 
himself, with only minor checks. 
Traffic engineers have found that 
it docs not help much to know that 
a certain stretch of highway would 
or could accommodate a certain 
number of cars if the drivers used 
it more efficiently. 
To solve highway traffic problems 
the engineers find that what they 
need to know is actual facts such 
as: how drivers really do use a 
similar stretch of road; how the 
fast drivers pass the slow ones, 
and how much straightaway is need­ 
ed for a safe passing; how many 
vehicles u;;e the road in rush hours, 
and in off hours; how traffic in the 
opposite 
direction 
cuts 
down 
chances of passing; and how hills 
and curves prevent passing or 
make it dangerous. 
Such facts can be gathered only 
on the highway. Current highway 
research is turning toward the in­ 
vention and improvement of me­ 
chanical and electrical equipment 
f r counting traffic, measuring 
si oeds of vehicles, and analyzing 
the actual use that driver» make 
of representative sections of road. 
.Several new devices are already in 
use and the engineers are using 
actual experience as a guide to 
planning safer and' more efficient 
highways.

Billy the Kid, one of the most fa­ 
mous outlaws of the Southwest, was 
born in New York city November 
23, 1859. His real name was Wil­ 
liam H. Bonncy, son of William H. 
and Kathleen Bonney. In 1862 the 
family moved to Coffeyville, Kan., 
where the father died. The mother, 
with her two children, moved to 
Colorado, where she married a man 
named Antrim. About 1865 the fam­ 
ily moved to Santa Fe and in 1868 
to Silver City, N. M. 
The boy had some schooling, but 
by the time he was 12 he had be­ 
come a frequenter of saloors and 
gambling places and an adept at 
cards. At 15 he quarreled with his 
stepfather and left home. Almost 
at once he embarked on a criminal 
career, and at 21 he had slain more 
than a score of men and had shot his 
way out of jail repeatedly. In July, 
1881, Sheriff Pat Garrett «f Lincoln 
county beat Billy to the draw and 
brought his career to a close. Gar­ 
rett, who had been elected for the 
sole purpose of ridding New Mexico 
of Billy, had captured him once and 
lost him when tlae Kid, under sen­ 
tence of death, slew two guards and 
fled the Jail. 
Garrett traced him to the vicinity 
of Fort Sumr.er. The two men met 
with pistols in a darkened room.

Federal Trade Commission 
told 
congress today that some financ­ 
ing 
companies 
have 
permitted 
automobile dealers to impose ex­ 
orbitant charges and have prac­ 
ticed “serious deception or even 
direct 
defrauding 
of 
the 
pur­ 
chaser." 
No 
companies 
were 
named. 
These 
allegations 
were 
con­ 
tained in a commission report on 
the motor industry. 
The report surveyed policies fol­ 
lowed by manufacturers in dis­ 
tributing motor vehicles and ac­ 
cessories, and in retail sales. 
In its review of financing prac­ 
tices, 
the 
commission said 
its 
principal objection was that in ad­ 
vertising a so-called "six per cent 
financing plan, "some larger com­ 
panies did not make clear "that 
the finance charge rates were not 
interest rates and that the in­ 
terest rates implied in the charges 
were nearly twice as much as six 
per cent per annum on the unpaid 
balances of the money borrowed.” 
The report added, however, that 
the plan was, in effect, “a sub­ 
stantial reduction" from interest 
and finance charge rates in gen­ 
eral use "just previously.” 
Suggested Protection 
To 
protect 
automobile 
pur­ 
chasers from 
over-charges, 
the 
commission suggested that retail 
automobile dealers be required to 
furnish each pi^rchaser with “an 
itemized invoice showing in de­ 
tail the components of the cash 
sale price." 
Discussing division of sales, the 
commission reported that in 1938 
seven manufacturers sold 99 per 
cent of new passenger cars regis­ 
tered. Chrysler Corporation, Ford 
Motor Company and General Mo­ 
tors Corporation accounted for 
89 per cent of new passenger car
